Final Form 


House Expected 
To Rush It to Ike 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (UP)— 
The Senate today passed a new 
compromise farm bill that meets 
‘almost all of President Eisenhow- 
er’s demands except his contro- 
versial soil bank pre-payment 
plan. 

It passed the measure by voice 
vote a few hours after a House- 
Senate conference committee 
hammered out a final draft of the 
bill, ironing out differences in the 
measures. passed by the two 
chambers earlier. 


TO WHITE HOUSE TODAY 


The House planned to complete 
/action on the legislation tomorrow 
and send it to the White House. 
Thus it will reach the President's 
desk just 37 days after he had 
vetoed the original Democratic- 
sponsored farm bill. Republican 
leaders predicted Eisenhower 
would sign the new bill. 

The Senate acted after about an 
hour of routine debate. Chairman 
‘Allen J. Ellender (D-La) of the 
Agriculture Committee called the 
compromise a “fair one.” 

Sen. George D. Aiken (R-Vt) 
said it was “probably the best 
possible” bill that could be enact- 
ed this election year.

“The Nike fired today,” said 
the Army, “scored a hit on the 
target seen by the press.

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Russell Committee 


Should Seek Facts 


Georgia's Sen. Russell, head of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, is 
right in saying that the renewed inter- 
service feud is the proper sphere for 
investigation. The military appropriations 
subcommittee, headed by Sen. Dennis 
Chavez (D-NM), likewise is right in being 
concerned. 

Defense Secretary Wilson’s attempt to 
minimize the interservice fighting does 
not hide the rumblings that have been 
coming out of Washington for months. 
The fact that the disagreements reached 
such proportions last weekend means that 
Congress no longer can ignore them. 


Rivalry, of course, is healthy. But the 
disagreements about the role of each of 
the services are so vociferous that only a 
full-scale probe can bring the facts to 
light. The squabbling is serious and per- 
haps quite expensive. The fact of con- 
flicting programs in the guided missile 
field is only one costly attribute. 

The questions which have been raised 
appear fundamental and are related di- 
rectly to the security and survival of the 
nation. Military experts agree that the 
big mistake Hitler's Germany made in 
Word War II was in failing to assess 
the role of air power. In relegating it 
largely to the job of supporting ground 
troops, German military leaders missed 
the larger strategic role of aerial might. 
We must avoid such mistakes. 


The perpetual arguments about the 
role of the various services have resulted 
in some constructive decisions in the past. 
These, however, have had to come from 
Congress and the White House. 


As for politics, it will be remembered 
that the Republicans and Eisenhower 
made a lot of noise in 1952 about just 
such feuds which the Democrats had been 
unsuccessful in settling. 


It would be better, perhaps, if the 
differences could be aired in private. But 
unfortunately this does not seem possible 
in a democratic society where the armed 
forces are part of that society.

The Atlanta Police Department soon 
will be watching motorists with an invisi- 
ble eye. 

A radar speed timer, the latest gadget 
in traffic enforcement procedure, has been 
bought to supplement electric timers. 
People have caught on to the old timers 
and slow down when they see the tell- 
tale cables across the street. Worse yet, 
they have taken to destroying them in fits 
of rage. 

The new radar device, however, gives 
no warning. It can be set up along the 
roadside or on an overhead bridge. Its 
beams automatically measure the speed of 
a car and lo, the reckless driver has 
indicted himself. 

This impersonal arm of the law is 
bound to be as unpopular as the unmarked 
police car and the hidden motorcycle cop. 
The fact, though, that it is portable and 
may be used anywhere at any time should 
cause motorists to mend their manners. 

The next time you have an uneasy 
feeling that somebody is looking over 
your shoulder, don’t call the psychiatrist. 
Check the speedometer. You may be 
right.

Irrigation Is Proving 
Its Worth to Georgia 


There is still doubt about the value of 
the rain-making projects that Georgia 
farmers have attempted during the past 
several years. But there’s no longer any 
doubt about the value of irrigation and 
the number of farmers who are turning 
to this method of increasing crop yields 
proves it. 

Last year in this state there was an 111 
per cent increase in irrigated acreage and 
another 75 per cent hike is expected this 
year. It demonstrated its worth—not only 
to farmers but to bankers—during the 
drought years immediately behind us. It 
turns out that only those farmers in the 
drought-stricken areas who irrigated were 
able to meet payments on loans. 

Even though the East has an abundant 
rainfall—averaging from 40 to 50 inches 
a@ year compared to 10 to 20 inches in the 
West—there are drought periods. There 
are few years in Georgia, for instance, 
when farmers’ crops do not suffer at 
certain periods from lack of water. This 
results in instability of farm income. 

In other words, farmers have learned 
that it grows bigger crops and increases 
per-acre yields and profits. According to 
a report, Waldo Stith, of Hahira, sums 
up the value of irrigation to his livestock, 
and tobacco farm: It increased 
by $1,500 in 1952, by $2,000 

$2,400 in 1954.

creasing crop yields in times of surplus, 
these seem to be outweighed by the 
necessity over the next 10 years of in- 
creasing production to meet increased 
food needs.

Soviet Trade Challenge 
Is No Longer Disputed 


U.S. government analysts have re- 
ported that countries in the Soviet bloc 
last year increased exports to the free 
world by 35 per cent. Much of the rise 
was accounted for by exports of manu- 
factured goods which, said the report, are 
increasingly directed toward the less de- 
veloped parts of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. More than half of the exports, 
however, still go to markets in Western 
Europe. 

The government analysis further re- 
veals that the Communist regimes have 
concentrated heavily on industrial expan- 
sion and have taken a calculated risk in 
not expanding agriculture at the same 
time. This has enabled them to offer 
capital goods in return for such items as 
Egyptian cotton, rice from Burma and 
meat from the Argentine. 

As President Eisenhower has indi- 
cated, this country must face up to the 
facts of life in world trade. Some aspects 
of it will be painful. The sooner we begin 
to plan for it, the less pain will we 
encounter, 

Indonesia, Japan, India, Burma, South 
America and other nations of the world 
must participate in world trade in order 
to exist as nations. Most of them would 
prefer to trade with us, but if we do not 
allow it, trade inevitably will flow to 
Russia and her associated Communist 
nations. This will make them mutually 
stronger and friendlier and more depend- 
ent on one another to the steady exclu- 
sion of the United States. 


It is no alarmist statement to say that 
the future of this nation depends upon a 
wise and forthright facing up to the fact 
of world trade. We are either going to 
have trade or another war.

The Washing- 
ton traffic death rate has been 
cut to one of the lowest. 

With traffic deaths, to be in the 
cellar is honorable. 

In Miami the other day, the gov- 
ernor of Washington, Arthur B. 
Langlie, described the medicine 
he ordered. The opposition party 
had dared him. They said he 
didn’t have the nerve. Law en- 
forcement can be unpopular. 

Says Gov. Langlie: ‘I issued a 
proclamation in which I warned 
the irresponsible drivers I was go- 
ing to use every means at my 
disposal . . . to catch them. We 
started patrolling in unmarked 
cars, used radar, even put a heli- 
copter over the roads to watch 
traffic.”’ 

The results were amazing. Driv- 
ers started being courteous, they 
started obeying the law, the num- 
ber of wrecks went down. 

The West Coast governor's rem- 
edy hit human nature where it 
helped most. ‘‘People are not con- 
cerned about losing their lives,” 
he said. ‘‘They just don't want to 
get arrested.”’ 

They forget that an hour in traf- 
fic court or even 10 days in jail 
is still shorter than eternity. 

I'm glad to see the City of At- 
lanta put radar to work to catch

| <FOUNDERING FATHERS?’ 


LOS ANGELES, May 22 # — Cries and 
lamentations came not only from the UCLA 
campus today but from the sports writers of 
Los Angeles. 

To a man. the columnists flayed the 
“foundering fathers,”’ as one writer called the 
faculty representatives of the Pacific Coast 
Conference. 

“It is positively brutal, and contrary to the 
American way of life in which a man is pre- 
sumed innocent until proven guilty,’’ wrote 
George Davis, Herald-Express sports editor, 
of the action taking a year's eligibility from 
many Bruin athletes. 

“The POC members have reversed this 
order in proclaiming the Bruin athletes guilty, 
unless they can prove their innocence... . To 
make matters worse, evidence must be shown, 
directly or indirectly, giving names of others 
who were guilty of receiving aid beyond the 
POO rules. 

“In effect, the youngsters seeking to clear 
themselves would be unwittingly placed in the 
roles of ‘stool pigeons’ by involving other team- 
mates.”’ 

Paul Zimmerman, Times sports editor, ac- 
eused the PCC faculty representatives and 
presidents of “‘looking the other way on these 
violations” for years. 

“Alumni recruiting groups went before them 
in 1949 and told them the thing was out of 
hand,”” Zimmerman wrote. ‘They asked the 
universities to approach this situation from a

UCLA must take some drastic 
retaliatory action or else let itself in for future 
injustices.”’ 

Sid Ziff. Mirror-News sports editor, sew 
one hope for the Bruins. “If the conference 
goes far enough and deep enough with its in- 
vestigation and enough other schools are in- 
volved it could result in lessening the penalties 
for everyone.” 

Ziff added: “It is assumed that SC and 
California are in the same boat. It is also un- 
likely that Stanford has lily-white hands... . 
Unless the investigation is thorough, all is lost 
for UCLA. The Bruins will be destined to be- 
come a third-rate figure in athletics for years 
to come.”’ 

Sam Balter, Herald-Express, declared that 
“for $15 per man, the conference has issued 
the most drastic punishment in collegiate his- 
tory.”” He explained: 

“Bruins athletes were paid $40 extra per 
month for their campus work. I know the 
name of the man who meted out the extra 
dough, and I know that the athletic depattment 
at UCLA knew it was going on.... 

“This figure was arrived at through an 
actual survey, which showed that $115 a month 
was the... requirement for getting a boy 
through school. ...It is ironic that the con- 
ference itself has recognized the obsolete na- 
ture of its $75 grant, since it has already raised 
that figure to $100.

Classroom 
Shortage 
To Be 400

The opening of eight new At- 


Janta schools next September will 
be offset by an enrollment in- 
crease of more than 5,000 stu- 
dents, Miss Ira Jerrell, superin- 
tendent of city schools, said Tues- 
day. 

“The school system will con- 
tinue to operate under crowded 
conditions,’’ Miss Jerrell said 
*We will continue to utilize every 
available space—churches, scout 
huts, auditoriums, school clinics 
and libraries—for classrooms 
And double sessions will be held 
at a number of the schools 


Miss Jerrell said there wall be 
a shortage of approximately 400 
classrooms in the next. school 
year. 


She reported the projected en- 
rollment increase has been esti- 
mated at 5,420, including 1,528 
at white elementary § schools, 
1,508 at white high schools, ¥817 
at Negro elementary schools and 
617 at Negro high schools. 

The school system now has ap- 
proximately 100,000 students and 
3,300 teachers. 

Miss Jarrell said the schools 
will need 171 teachers to fill newly 
created positions for the next 
school year. The board of educa- 
tion already has elected 300 new 
teachers as replacements for the 
next year. 

Miss Jarrell said that increases 
in teacher’s pay and a successful 
teacher recruitment program 
have solved the city’s teacher 
shortage problem.

Anchovies Are Much More Popular

Variety is the spice of an 
hors d'oeuvre party. And some- 
thing new, different and exotic 
is the object of everyone's se- 
lection. 

It doesn’t have to be caviar, 
according to Bill Robinson, sous 
chef at an Atlanta hotel. In 
fact, anchovies are much more 
popular than the much-talked- 
about fish eggs. 

People just acquire a taste to 
stand caviar because of the 
name. But an occasional order 
for even a full-sized anchovy 
sandwich isn’t unusual, he 
added. (An anchovy sandwich, 
by the way, usually consists of 
the fillets and butter on whole 
wheat bread with tomato.) 


DON’T HAVE TO IMPORT 


Fancy foods don't have to be 
imported to be good, but many 
of the fancy tidbits come from 
Italy, Holland and Switzerland 
and a few South American coun- 
tries. 

Even a sous chef (chief dep- 
uty under the chef) will admit 
there are some things that re- 
quire ‘‘getting used to”’ Rattle- 
snake meat for one, said Mr. 
Robinson, who has worked with 
hotel foods since he was 14. 
Boiled quail eggs, smoked oys- 
ter and barbecued fillets of an- 
chovies are a few more of the 
unusual, 


The label on canned rattle 
snake meat has complete di- 
rections for serving. 

Contents of the can are placed 
in a double boiler. The meat is 
heated well and served in tiny 
patty shells. . 

Add one tablespoonful of dry 
white wine and chill thoroughly, 
and you've got an hors d'oeuvre. 
Serve on crackers or toast.

New Horizon 


The blind are very valiant people. 

Of all the handicaps that beset the human race it sometimes 
beems to me that blindness would be the most crippling. To 
miss the shape and color and texture of the seasons, the expres- 
sions on the faces of the people you love, the easy freedom the 
sighted have with books . all these would seem to add up 
to irreparable loss. 

And yet most of the blind people yqu know seem hardly to 
miss anything at all. By and large they are militantly independ- 
ent souls with a saving streak of humor that allows them to 
laugh at their own fumbling and to pick themselves up when 
they fall. 


Today the blind people in Georgia begin a new enterprise 
which is deserving of the attention and the support of their 
friends everywhere. A mattress factory, which ultimately will 
employ 50 blind people and 15 partially blind people, will open 
in an old warehouse building on Maple street in Rome. 

“It's a modest beginning,” said Dr. Ralph McCord, the 
Rome physician who serves as chairman of the board of the 
new corporation, Abilities fo the Blind, Ine. “We're opening 
with 16 people working, but with the help of friends we are 
certain to have the full plant operating before too long.” 


The Rome factory is the answer to the closing of the 
state-supported factory at Bainbridge, which closed, you know, 
largely because it could not advertise or in any way compete 
with private enterprise as long as it had tax funds back of it. 

This new mattress factory will not be tax-supported and its 
blind operators will therefore have the right to compete in @ 
field in which they historically have excelled. They expect the 
factory to be not only self-supporting but a lucrative enterprise 
which will give blind people from all over Georgia an opportunity 
to work. 

However, in getting started the factory needs and has been 
getting help from all quarters. It is sponsored by the Lions 
Clubs of Rome and Floyd County who have helped to raise 
$26,000 in money and equipment to start the business. Mrs. J. A. 
Rounsaville, member of a well-known Floyd County family, has 
given the new corporation a tract of land near Lindale to be 
used as a building site when funds are available for a new 
structure. 

Meanwhile, the factory will open in a rented building and 
Lions and other friends of the blind will continue their efforts 
to raise the additional $24,000 which Dr. McCord said is needed 
to get the plant in full operation. 


Dr. Loye Whitfield, Rome optometrist, is the Rome Lions 
Club representative on the Abilities board and Arthur H. Cleav- 
inger is the board member representing the Floyd County club, 
At the time the two clubs announced joint sponsorship of the 
project, they said, ‘‘We believe that establishment of a factory 
to be owned, operated and managed by the blind themesives, 
represents a great forward step in helping qualified, ambitious 
blind persons to earn their own livelihood. We also believe a 
soundly balanced factory of this kind will be of great economic 
benefit to the business life of Rome and Floyd County.”’ 


The opportunity to be independent is a great one for every- 
body and we wish Abilities of the Blind, Inc., every success as 
it tries its new wings in the old building on Maple street in 
Rome today. By June 1, when the official opening ceremonies 
are held at 2 p.m., there may be tangible evidences of the new 
corporation's success.
